Today more than ever, he con- 
tinued, statesmen of our two coun- 
tries are deeply conscious of the 
fact that inter-American relations 
have a significance which goes be- 
yond the hemispheric frontiers.

Brazil’s proposal that a high-level “Committee of Twenty-one’ 
be set up in Washington to explore the whole field of regional 
economic development among the American nations is both 
timely and meritorious. It has been well received in several 
of the Latin nations and it should be warmly welcomed here. 

There is increasing effort these days to develop economies 
not merely on a narrow national but also on a regional basis. 
The creation of a common market in Western Europe is a salu- 
tary example of what can be done. Similar ideas are em- 
braced in the projected European free trade zone and lie 
behind President Eisenhower's proposals for the Middle East. 
The extension of this concept to this hemisphere is logical. 

In the past two decades much effort has been made to work 
out better instruments of political policy for the American 
States acting in concert. Some of these have been successful, 
and a working organization in the political field has been 
made possible. All the goals have not yet been reached, but 
the movement has been in the right direction. 

There has not been corresponding progress in the economic 
field, although the need there is as great as the political one. 
The Brazilian proposal is a bold move to remedy the defect 
from which both we and our American neighbors have suf- 
fered. Brazil’s President Kubitschek chose a happy phrase 
when he called this program “Operation Pan-American.” It 
can and should be just that, in the best sense.

A Brief History describes the 
situation thus: “Brazil was at 
that moment a great center of 
commercial and scientific interest 
on the part of the civilized world. 
The heavier items of commerce, 
navigation and imports were Eng- 
lish controlled, while fashions, 
jewelry, and the artistic and iron- 
mongery trades were the domain 
of the French, leaving the retail 
and grocery trade to the Portu- 
guese. The great Brazilian 
tional economic strength was in 
agriculture.

“He was then acclaimed by the 
people as ‘King of Brazil’. The 
country had been a kingdom since 
1815 so King would naturally be 
the title to assume, and as such 








Dom Pedro would have been rec- 


ognized without difficulty by other 
courts, under the pretext of the 
coercion which Dom Joao had 
suffered under the Portuguese 
Assembly. 

“But the nationalistic spirit had 
already gathered momentum and 
would not be satisfied with a mere 
dynastic formula, whence the 
necessity of adding a more violent 
note to the separation. It is said 
that when someone asked José 
Bonifacio what title he thought 
most suitable for Dom Pedro as 
leader of Brazil, he replied, smil- 
ing cacique (native chieftain, poli- 
tical boss). 

“In truth the mere declaration 
of the separation of the kingdom 
would be no longer sufficient. This 
explains the popular acclaim on 
Dom Pedro’s birthday, 12th Octo- 
ber, also the anniversary date of 
the of that part of 
America with which he was unit- 
ing himself.
